CREASES IN STATE 

November Crop Report For Kentucky 
Shows Considerable Shortage 
Of Tobacco From Last 
Year. 

Kentucky's 1920 tobacco crop Is 
estimated at 420.760,000 pounds, corn 
96.624,000 bushels .and potatoes 6,- 
732,000 bushels in the November crop 
report for Kentucky Issued today at 
Louisville and Frankfort by the V. S. 
Bureau of Crop Estimates In co-opera- 
tion with State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture W. C. Hanna. Other crops re- 
ported* for Kentucky are: sweet pota- 
toes. 1,680,000 bushels, apples 5.780, 
000 bushels, pears 308.000 bushelB, 
clover seed 52,600 bushels, and 
ghum sirup 2.888.000 gallons ,J Last 
year Kentucky's production Wf these 
crops was: tobacco 456, 500.006 pounds, 
corn 82,500,000 bushels, potatoes 5.- 
040.000 bushels, Bweet potatoes. 1,680 
000 bushels, apples 1.480,000 bushels; 
pears 128,000 bushels, clover seed. 38,- 
i>00 bushels and sorghum sirup 2,542. 
000 gallons. 

The decrease in tobacco production 
In Kentucky from 1919 Ib due to de- 
creased acreage in Western Kentucky 
which was not fully off-set by the In- 
creased burley acreage. The damage 
by rust and "wildfire" also helped 
slightly to reduce the average yield 
oer aero. Quality of tobacco In Ken- 
tucky is reported as 80 per cent com- 
pared to 81 per cent, last year. The 
1'nlted States tobacco crop this season 
is estimated at 1,476,444.000 pounds 
compared Jo 1,389.458,000 pounds last 
year. 

It is estimated that approximately 5 
per cent, of Kentucky's acreage of 
corn was nut into silos this season, 
•the average yield per acre being about 
7 tons. There wbb comparatively lit- 
tle frost damage to corn in this state 
but Bom<> In now being reported as 
chaffy and not well matured. The av- 
erage yield per acre this year In Ken- 
tucky is 30H hushela, compared to 26 
bushels last year and a 10-year aver- 
age of 27 >4 bushels.

"Getting back to government by law will be a- considerable un- 
dertaking, for officialdom at Washington has learned to look upon 
government as a delegation of almost unlimited authority to exercise 
discretion in telling the American people what they may and may not 
do from time to time. The idea of putting regulations definitely and 
specifically upon the statute books so that a citizen may put his 
finger upon the page and paragraph that establishes his duties or 
limits his liberty, is repugnant to bureaucracy. A new postmaster 
general may acquiesce in such an innovation but all down the Line of 
subordinates it will be difficult to get over the idea that the P. M. (1. 
is a little king. Yet, getting back to government by law wast he first 
pledge of the Republican platform, and it will be carried out- 

"The subject of taxation is one that will require early atten- 
tion. On this subject the Republican platform di dnot undertake to 
deceive the people. The platform declares, 'The burden of taxation 
imposed upon the American people is staggering: but in presenting 
a true statement of the situation we must face the fact that while 
tthe character of the tuxes can and should be changed, an early re- 
duction of the amount of revenue to lie raised is not to he expected.

SCIENTIFIC FACTS 

I HOT r BASEBALL. 

When next you see a baseball game 

you will And It more Interesting If 
you realize that a thrown ball travels 
120 miles an hour, ot at twice the 
speed of the fastest railroad train, It 
travels from second base to the home 
plate, or from first bast to third base 
in one second. 

See the man pick up tho bat; he is 
going to hit the ball. At all events he 
will try to hit It. A little over four- 
fifths of a second elapses from the in- 
stant when the ball leaves the pitch- 
er's hand to the instant when It is 
struck by the bat. 

The man has hit the ball. If It Is a 
straight hard drive the ball will travel 
at a speed of something like 150 miles 
an hour. 

It was, let us say, a two-base hit. 
The runner stands at second base and 
the pitcher winds up for a fresh ef- 
fort. He is a fast pitcher, and the ball 
he sends over the plate Is one of his 
swiftest. It travels at a speed of two 
and two-fifths miles a minute, or 210 
feet a second. 

Bang! t is a home run this time. 
The runner, If doing his best, covers 
the distntnee between each two bases 
in three and a half seconds. Tho cir- 
cuit he must cover is a track 360 feet 
In length, or a little less than one- 
fifteenth of a mile, without reckoning 
the departure he makes from the ex- 
act line of the course. 

The 360 feet corresponds to the de- 
grees of a clreie. If a circle he drawn 
so that all four points of the baseball 
diamond fall upon its circumference, 
the first base, second base, third base 
and home plate will be located at the 
90, ISO, 270 and 360 degrees marks. 
The pitcher's station Is In the approx- 
imate center. 

Baseball Is really governed by 
mathematics. It is a highly scientific 
pursuit. Those who under°tand it best 
are even now learning a great deal 
about it which they did not know be- 
fore by a systematic study of pictures 
taken with the so-called "slow mo- 
tion" camera.

Interest in Health Serr-

Washington, D. C. — The I!. 8. Pub- 
lic Health Service reports that the 
Interest of the municipal authorities 
of the 444 largest cities inthe country 
in the methodB by which the great Red 
Plague may best be stamped out is 
rapldl ylncreasing as the time draws 
near for making, with the ocoperatlon 
of the State Boards of Health, the sec- 
ond survey or census of the work done 
by Individual cities. 

"In the first survey, made last Feb- 
ruary," says Surgeon Gen. Cumming 
of the Public Health Service, "the cit- 
ies were marked according to the 
vigor of their fight against the plague, 
being awarded so many points for va- 
rious medical measures, so many for 
preventive educational work, so many 
for restrictive laws and their enforce- 
ment, and so on, with a total possible 
maximum of 1000. The cities were 
then divided Into four classes accord- 
ing to their population and each class 
was graded according to Its aggregate 
mark. 

"The results of this first survey, 
however, were brought to the know- 
ledge of the municipal authorities 
only and were not made generally 
public; for it was feared that the rel- 
ative standing of the cities would be 
taken to indicate relative freedom 
from the great Ued Plasne and not 
vigor of attack upon It and might be 
used to discredit cities that stood low 
on the list 

"Such Inference might easily be un- 
fair. The grading was for combative 
measures aglnst the plague and not 
for freedom from it; and a strong 
fight might indicate either an effort 
to drive out a strongly intrenced in- 
vader or a mere preparedness ■gala 
an enemy thai had not yet obtained l 
serious foothold. Similarly, lack of 
tight might indicate either utter sub- 
mission ore entire freedom from in- 
vasion. 

"Knowledge of the facts shown by 
this survey, however, though confined 
to- the municipal authorities of the 
cities concerned and to medican mel 
has had a tremendous effect, for It has 
aroused the compeetitive spirit of the 
authorities, inciting those of city that 
stand low I nthe list to improve their 
standing and of tohse that stand high 
to fresh efforts to maintain their rank, 
all, of course, in preparation for the 
second survey, the results of which, 
as announces, are to be made public.
